SAILING  SHIP  SPEEDS 


Interest  in  epi.sodes  of  the  old  days  of  ro- 
mance on  the  seas  when  the  sailing  ships  were 
purveyors  of  traffic  never  sastos  to  wane.  What- 
ever  mnv  b»  said  to  detract  from  the  merit  of 
sailing  ships  there  Is  no  doubt  that  they  had  a 
longft  Ufa  than  nodetn  steamers.  Their  hulls 

were  not  shaken  by  engine  power.  Wooden  con- 
struction afloat  had  a  durability  which  steel 
never  seems  to  have  achieved.  Among  the  fSw, 

or  comparatively  few,  sailing  .-.hips  still  on  the 
aeas,  competition  for  speed  records  persists,  but 
none  of  tbtm  can  touch  tta  portortoaneas  at 
its  predeoaaiers  now  aoMlfMd  to  the  Junk 
yard. 

■  The  highest  authenticated  speed  ever  made 
by  a  sailing  ship  Is  recorded  In  the  log  of  the 
James  Balnes  while  running  down  her  easting. 
She  attained,  with  all  starboard  studsalls  and 
main  sky.^ail  s(  t  ,\  .speed  of  twenty-one  knots.  It 
Is  recorded  of  the  famous  Red  Jacket,  in  Janu- 
ary. 18SS,  that  die  covered  417  knots  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  in  July,  of  the  same  year,  she 
reeled  off  3.185  nautical  miles  in  ten  days  The 
Sovereign  of  the  Seas,  In  the  previous  year,  had 
averaged  300  knots  a  day  for  eleven  days  on  end. 
and  on  four  of  those  days  she  ran  exactly  333 
knots  from  noon  to  noon.  The  record  run  from 
the  Thames  to  Melbourne  was  anooaiplMied  by 
the  Thermopylae  on  her  maiden  voyage  When 
the  distance  was  covered  in  sixty  days.

"Apart  from  ixxssibly  appointing 
the  personnel  for  the  central  agency, 
the  Dominion  Government  might 
instruct  its  immigration  and  com- 
BiwrM  oAoei  to  other  eountrles  to 
taka  a  neca  tattin  part  to  ancour- 
afftac  tqnrlat  bvlnMa.  It  oould  do 
much  to  stress  the  necessity  for  wel- 
coming the  tourist,  onoe  he  has 
crfv.ssed  the  border,  and  of  .showlnR 
him  th»t  Canadians  are  pleased  to 
.see  him  vusltlng  their  country  and 
are  anxious  to  offer  him  a  pleasant 
vacation. 

"Purthermore,  tbe  Federal  author- 
ities can  do  much  to  insure  that 
the  tourist  gats  a  aquara  deal  during 
his  stay  to  Canada.  Obviously,  the 
greater  the  amount  OC  merchandlise 
purchased  by  the  tourist,  the  greater 
the  benefit  to  the  Dominion  as  a 
whole.  Tliough  tourLst^  arc  allowed 
exemption  from  duties  on  merchan- 
dise brought  back  by  them  up  to 
one  lumdred  dollars,  the  maximum 
per  capita  purchases  have  hitherto 
not  exceeded  four  dollars.  The  pos- 
sibility of  increasing  this  laat  figure 
d^enda  largely  upon  tha  estint  to 
which  retail  mewhanta  Nt  them- 
selves oat  to  encourage  the  tourist 
to  .spend  his  money  at  their  estab- 
lifihment.s.

Captain  John  W  Blnfcs,  ma.ster 
of  the  While  Star  I.ine  .ship,  said 
the  liner  wa.s  furrowing  through  a 
fog-ridden  .sea  at  .sixteen  knots,  on 
Tuesday,  when  she  .struck  the  light- 
ship, with  a  lass  of  seven  lives. 

.Sydenham  .Stubba.  gray  -  haired, 
quiet-spoken  staff  captain,  told  the 
commltm  a  abort  one  liUErlBat 
the  huge  ship  had  "ptMttoally 
stopped"  when,  the  oradi  eeeurrad. 

MOVINO  8LOWLT 
After  leaving  the  stand.  Captain 
B2nks  asserted  his  ship  was  making 
"only  two  to  three  taots"  whan  she 
rammed  the  llghtihlp,  but  his  state- 
ment that  Ae  was  doing  sixteen 
knots  rematoed  as  his  record  testi- 
mony After  hearing  the  ship's 
officers'  testimony,  the  committee 
adjourned. 

Captato  Blnks  testified  he  had 
taken  unusual  precautions  to  five 
tbe  lightship  a  wide  berth.

When  I  wa-s  a  youngster  at  school 
there  w.u^  a  boy  in  the  class  who 
was  left-handed.  He  wrote  as  well 
as  the  rest  of  us  and  seemed  to 
have  at  leait  as  much  toteUlgenee. 

However,  tbe  toacher  Insisted  that 
he  write  with  hla  rl^ht  hand,  and  a 
rap  on  hla  knucklm  waa  his  reward 
when  ba  was  aaoflit  uring  bis  left 
band.  , 

As  far  as  we  could  gather  from 
the  teachers  remarks,  left -handed- 
ness was  In  the  .same  class  as  ILsp- 
Ing.  stj»mmering  or  .stuttering,  and 
that  u-sually  the  youngster  was  not 
as  bright  mentally  or  as  strong 
physically  as  one  ttal-  was  ught- 
handed.

Forced  by  Quet)ec  competition  to 
FcW  at  less  than  cost  of  piroduction, 
Ontario  growers  were  agitating  lor 
a  uniform  basis  of  payment,  a  code, 
and  the  licensing  of  canners 
throughout  Canada.  Representa- 
tlon.n  had  been  made  looking  to  a 
conference  between  the  Federal 
MinLstor  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Ministers  of  Agrlctiltur*  of  Ontario 
and  Quebee.
